Forty-three per cent of the 
members of that Committee were 
chosen Friday, by an ap- 
pointments Committee, In which 
Rabin's camp had a majority. The 
committee had made a unanimous 
recommendation, and Peres sup- 
porters said representation there 
was equal. 

It is still not clear who has the up- 
per hand in the other 57 per cent of 
the membership, following elections 
in the 35 party regions.

The source explained that most 
Central Committee members sup- 
port Peres as Defence Minister. It is 
unlikely that the Central Committee 
would approve a proposed Rabin 
Government If Peres does not retain 
this portfolio. 

Since Feres and Ebon have decid- 
ed to continue cooperation It was 
likewise unlikely that Eban would 
remain in the cold, unless he refused 
to enter a Rabin Government. 
“Eban is part of the party and you 
can’t ignore, him,*" key Peres sup- 
porters Insisted.

Jerusalem 
sceptical

Israel officials last night treated 
news of the latest agreement 
between Sarkis and the PLO with 
cautious scepticism.

Jerusalem had considered the 
terrorists the lesser of the two evils 
from the strategic and security 
standpoints. 

Some observers suggested last 
night that the Syrians might have 
purposely encouraged now a large- 
scale return of PLO men to southern 
Lebanon to support their argument 
that without their own forces the 
terrorists would move back — and 
possibly to justify another Syrian in- 
cursion in the future. 

Lebanese President Sarkis' 
reported proposal for a UN buffer 
force on the border was received 
without enthusiasm in Jerusalem. 
“The problem of southern Lebanon - 
Is not an Israel -Lebanon problem, 
but an internal Lebanese problem," 
one high official remarked. "The 
Lebanese government must assert 
its own authority in the area." 

Israel and Lebanon have not been 
at war, and there is thus no need for 
a UN buffer force, the official added.

Vance to give 
Carter’s view 
on boycott

WASHINGTON. — Congressional 
supporters of strong legislation to 
make It Illegal for U.S. companies to 
comply with the Arab boycott 
against Israel are anxiously 
awaiting Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance’s testimony before con- 
gressional committees tomorrow 
and Tuesday. 

Vance will outline the Carter Ad- 
ministration’s stand on this crucial 
issue. Since taking office on January 
20, the Administration has been sen- 
ding out mixed signals. 

During the election campaign, 
President Jimmy Carter strongly 
opposed the Arab boycott, often call- 
ing for new legislation to punish 
those U.S. firms that cooperate with 
It. He condemned former President 
Ford's opposition to new legislation. 

But since taking office, Carter Ad- 
ministration officials, apparently 
following the advice of the State 
Department, which 1s concerned 
over a negative Arab (especially 
Saudi Arabian) backlash if new' legal 
measures are adopted, have left It 
unclear whether the Administration 
will go along with pending legislation 
in Congress. 

Vance, since becoming Secretary 
of State, has said only that the Ad- 
ministration was studying the 
problem in connection with U.S. 
foreign policy considerations In the 
Middle East. 

But supporters of the legislation 
insist that this Is a purely domestic 
U.S. Issue — not a foreign policy 
matter — and It should not be linked 
to efforts to win new friends In the 
Arab world by compromising on 
basic American principles of free 
trade and non-dlacriminatlon. 

Senators William Proxmlre 
(Democrat -Wisconsin) and Harrison 
Williams (Democrat - N-J.) and 
Representatives Jonathan Bingham 
and Benjamin Rosenthal 
(Democrats • N.Y.) have introduced 
virtually identical bills in the Senate 
and House respectively, outlawing 
the so-called secondary and tertiary . 
Arab boycotts. Senator Adlai Steven- 
son (Democrat - Illinois) has put 
forward a somewhat “weaker" bill.

Including the PLO- 
controlled Bint JbalL An announce- 
ment by the Christian miiitfa that 
they had captured Bint Jball could 
not be confirmed from any other 
source by late last night. 

The weekend clashes capped a 
week-long campaign by Christian 
militias to flush out the PLO forces 
whose numbers have recently in- 
creased by about 3,900 men. 

At one stage yesterday, the 
Lebanese government was reported 
considering urging the U.N. Security 
Council to send an international 
force to police the south. However, 
following the reported PLO agree- 


ment to withdraw, the government is 
now said to have promised to send a 
regrouped Lebanese army brigade 
of 1.000 to 2,000 men to maintain 
security there soon. 

The situation Is southern Lebanon 
is expected to be high on the agenda 
of the presidents of Egypt and Syria, 
Anwar Sadat and Hafez Assad, who 
are scheduled to meet today in Khar- 
toum to Incorporate Sudan In the 
joint political command set up 
recently between Cairo andi 
Damascus. 

Sadat and Assad, now hammering 
out a joint Middle East diplomatic 

offensive, were both reportedly op- 
posed to a further deterioration In 
southern Lebanon where a stepped 
up FLO presence could trigger a 
strong Israeli reaction. Yet the two 
leaders are trying to keep the PLO 
intact to be used as a lever In their 
political bargaining. 

The talks between Sadat and 
Assad on southern Lebanon are like- 
ly to be extended to a discussion on 
the overall political fate of the PLO. 
Both Sadat and Assad have recently 
called on the PLO to enter “some 
sort of confederate link" with Jor- 
dan, although stance appears to 
have been modified In the wake of 
reports that King Hussein has been 
on the CIA payroll.. 


Carter hails Hussein 
as CIA info source 


WASHINGTON. — Describing Jor- 
dan's King Hussein as “our most 
reliable source" of Information In 
the Middle East. President Carter 
told congressional leaders he had 
sought to discourage ‘‘The 
Washington Post" from disclosing 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
payments to Hussein, congressional 
sources said on Friday. 

In his account — given to the con- 
gressional leaders on Tuesday — 
Carter confirmed the CIA payments 


to Hussein, something he has declin- 
ed to do publicly. . 

It remained unclear when Carter 
first learned of the payments, which 
he ordered cancelled after “The 
Post" began its Inquiry. 

But a Senate source said former 
CIA director George Bush had told 
the Senate Intelligence Committee 
about the arrangement some time 
ago, and had encountered no opposi- 
tion there.

J’lem backs down on U.S. 
oil-rigs in its Sinai waters

WASHINGTON. — Israel has quietly 
agreed to permit an Amoco rig drill- 
ing for oil on the Egyptian side of the 
Gulf of Suez median line to anchor on 
the Israel side of the line, informed 
sources here disclosed yesterday. 

The sources made It clear that the 
actual Amoco drilling rig was 
stationed west of the median line, 
and that only Its anchor was to the 
east — on the Israel side of the Gulf. 

Previously Israel had refused to 
agree to allow Amoco anchors 
beyond the median line. But follow- 
ing State Department intervention 
on behalf of the U.S. oil company last 
week, Israel quietly dropped its ob- 


jections. 

Last Thursday the State 
Department's spokesman told 
reporters that the U.S. and Israel 
had reached agreement on this 
problem and that Amoco was con- 
tinuing its drilling operations. 
Earlier. Israel patrol boats opened 
fire on Amoco drilling markers mov- 
ing east of the median Hue. 

Washington and Jerusalem are in 
fundamental disagreement over 
where Israel's occupation begins — 
at the Israel shore-line of the Gulf of 
Suez (the Washington claim) or 
along the median line, which runs 
equidistant from the Israel and 
Egyptian-held shores. 


Doctors strike today, 
civil servants tomorrow

Hospital doctors and represen- 
tatives of the CSvll Service Commis- 
sion were reported to be negotiating 
late last night in an attempt, to avert 
a strike which is threatening to 
paralyse all of the country’s 
hospitals as of this morning. . 

Between 2,500 and 2,700 of the doc- 
tors have said that they would put 
their hospitals on a “shabbat 
footing." accepting only extreme 
emergency cases. They are deman- 
ding implementation of the pay In- 
creases they won after a strike three 
months ago. 

The representative of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioner, in an interview 
. broadcast yesterday, accused the 
doctors of attempting to extort 
benefits over and beyond those given 
them in the new contract. 

This, according to the represen- 
tative, included wage hikes and 
other benefits, doubling the gross in- 
come of the doctors. 

On Friday, the spokesman of the 
Stealth Ministry also claimed that 
the Treasury and the Ministry of 
Finance were delaying Implementa- 
tion of the new wage scale agreed 
upon for the doctors, but said that 
the doctors would be getting what 
was due them with their March 
paycheques. 

Simha Kraiaman, secretary- 
general of the Federation of 
Physicians, told The Jerusalem Post 
here yesterday that the government 
had not given any “implementation 
orders” to the accounting 
departments, although the new 
agreement had expressly stipulated 
the amendment of the doctors’ 
salaries "no later than February 
3977" and that payment of all 
retroactive sums due would be made 
by April of this year. 

“All that has happened so far is 
that I have been given the run- 
around for these past three weeks, 
chasing from one government office 
to the other," Kraiaman said. 

* "This is going to be only a one-day 
warning strike but unless something 
gives soon we will consider taking 
more serious steps In the very near 
future," he added. 

The doctors' strike will be followed 
tomorrow by a national strike of the 
58,000 civil servants, according to 
the union secretariat here on Friday. 


The civil servants are protesting 
against the alleged continued ero- 
sion of their salaries in its real 
purchasing value as well aa in com- 
parison to the wage agreements ap- 
proved recently. 

A secretariat spokesman said that 
tomorrow's walkout was scheduled 
for one day only "for the time 
being," adding that the union's ex- 
ecutive members would meet here 
the same day and that it was "quite 
likely" that unless their demands 
were met by then they would decide 
to continue the strike. 

Ellahu Re if, secretary-general of 
the Union of GLerka, denied reports 
that his union would join the civil 
servants strike tomorrow but said 
that the 140,000 members were also 
Insisting on “keeping abreast” with 
recent wage hikes. 

Hie clerks stlU have a valid labour 
contract which extends until April 
3978 and which is limited to a two and 
a half per cent wage hike for each of 
two years.

‘Ready to yield territory in West Bank tor peace’ 

Labour softens peace plank, but rebuffs 


TEL AVTV. — The Labour Party 
convention softened its peace plank 
on Friday, expressing readiness for 
a territorial withdrawal In the West 
Bank for a peace settlement. 

The party thus deviated from its 
earlier -platform which had been' 
vague on the future of Judea and 
Samaria to satisfy both doves and 
hawks. 

Former Defence Minister Mo she 
• Dayan attempted to block this shift 
by tabling three amendments — but 
failed to win endorsement. 

On the other hand, the convention 
roundly defeated a proposed amend- 
ment that said Israel would 
negotiate with Palestinian groups 
which would recognise Israel and 
abide by UN resolutions 242 and 888. 

- The key decision adopted yester- 
day said that “the political efforts to 
reach a permanent peace in defensi- 
ble borders with Egypt, Jordan and 
Syria are to he continued with 
readiness for territorial compromise 
with each of them, and with Lebanon

Observers noted the significance 
of the words “each of them.” 
The party’s policy up to now has 
merely expressed “readiness for 
territorial compromise.'' Since it 
was not specifled-where, the hawks 
could claim there was no readiness 
to yield territory in Judea and 
Samaria. 

Appearing before the convention. 
Dayan argued for upholding the am- 
biguity. He said he did not believe 
peace could be attained through a 
territorial partition- "If we conclude 
peace -with them, it wiD be by mutual 
understanding as a result of living 
ride by ride with each other rather 
than a division along a line," he said. 

Mbreover, the former Defence 
Minister argued, the world never 
recognized Jordan's decision to 
annex the West Bank (after the 1849 
armistice agreement was signed), 
and Israel should not do so now. 


Dayan warned that the UJS. might 
take advantage of the new develop-' 
ment and pressure Israel to -cede 
some territory in the West Bank 
before a peace agreement is signed. 
“They will say: 'Since . you're 
prepared to divide the West Bank in 
the context of an over-all peace, give 
something for peace.' We’ll find it 
very difficult to withstand 
pressures,” Dayan added. "I'm 
speaking from experience." 


The former Defence Minister told- 
the convention:. “I’m not opposed to 
recognizing Jordanian sovere i gnty 
oyer part of the West Bank, when 
this will be part of a peace agree- 
ment acceptable to us — But to adopt 
this formula (expressing readiness 


to withdraw) in' advance, without 
having reached an agreement with, 
them.. .we shouldn't do it.”

Consistent striving for peace: The central objective of 
Israel is the attainment of peace with the neighbouring 
states and the weaving of the fabric of cooperation 
between the peoples of the region. Israel has been striv- 
ing for *hia target ever since it came into being, and the 
fact that it has not been reached Is due to the policy of 
hostility, war and boycott pursued by the Arab States 
all these years.

Israel will support the convention of the Geneva 
Conference without delay, composed of the participants 
as agreed In December, 1878.

ment back Rabin for prime minister. 

Mapam had never rejected 
Shimon Peres on a personal basis, 
Shemtov said, and the party has 
many friends in the Perea camp, 
whose social and political Ideas are 
close to those of Mapam. 

The Rabin victory and the voting, 
down of Moahe Dayan's foreign 
policy proposals at the Labour con- 
vention led one NRP spokesman to 
conclude that "Labour Is handcuffed 
to Mapam." He said the NRP would 
appeal to religious members of the 
Labour Party to withhold their votes, 
because of this “left orientation." 

Moked spokesman Ran Cohen told 
supporters In Haifa at the weekend 
that Rabbi's "dovishness” should 
not be taken for granted.

‘NX Times’ urges 
strong bid for 
peace with Arabs

WASHINGTON. — “The New York 
Times” has called upon Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin to seek a 
strong mandate in the forthcoming 
Knesset election campaign to 
negotiate a peace settlement with 
the Arab states. 

“Mr; Rabin will discover on his 
visit to the U.S. next month (that) he 
and his rivals will not be well regard- 
ed in official Washington If they fail 
to use the election to obtain a man- 
date for the most Imaginative per-, 
formahee in the negotiations to 
come," the newspaper said in an 
editorial. 

"The bargaining of 1977 must 
leave no doubt about Israel's exer- 
tions towards peace and no dark 
mutterings In Washington that 
political paralysis to Jerusalem is 
causing Israel Intransigence." it 
added. 


Galill maintained that Israel was not 
drawing maps. The committee's 
proposal did not constitute a recognT 
tion of Jordanian sovereignly over 
the West Bank but was merely 
statement that "we would be willing 
to give (territory) to Jordan, not tea 
Palestinian state, not to the PLp'nor 
any other body.” 

Galill said that “Israel's readiness 
for peace, even . at the expense of -a 
territorial compromise with Jordan 
in. Judea and Samaria, should be ex- 
pressed, and should be a basis for 
educating (people) so that nobody 
outside or Inside, willingly Or un- 
willingly would be able to blur it." 

A decisive majority then rejected 
Dayan's proposal. 

In earlier meetings In the sub- 
committee which drafted the plank, 
-former Prime -Minister Golda Meir 
urged that any agreement calling for 
1 ceding' territory in the West Bank 
should be ratified only after elec- 
tions the -issue Is so divisive. 
But she did not muster sufficient 
support there. The convention decid- 
ed on Friday that any peace agree- 
ment is subject “to approval'fay the 
Government and the Knesseto" 
These decisions paved the way for 
Mapam to continue Its alignment 
with Labour. Mapam’s Central Com- 
mittee will meet herfe this morning. 

A narrow majority also defeated a 
Dayan proposal to amend the section 
which says that the Government 
should give priority to settlement in 
“the Jerusalem district... and "the 
Jordan Valley." It should say "the 
West Bank," he maintained. 

“1 see no reason why there should 
be no settlement in Mt, Hebron," 
Dayan said. He reported that he had 
asked Danny Rosolio, chairman of 
the sub-committee which prepared 
the plank, why there was this- 
specification. Rosolio replied, Dayan 
said, that this had followed con- 
sultations with the World Zionist 
Organization's Settlement Depart- 
ment and other bodies. 

“It Is not for Yehlel Admonl 
(director-general of the Settlement 
Department) to determine where 
there will be settlement," Dayan 
declared. “This is the Government's 
responsibility, and Yehlel Admonl 
should implement the decision." 

Dayan reasoned that, by saying 
there will be settlement in the 
Jerusalem environs and in the Jor- 
dan Valley, the party is tacitly say- 
ing that there will be no settlement 
elsewhere In the West Bank. 

Minister G&liU's reply appeared to 
some listeners to be only half- 
hearted. Galill la chairman of the 
Ministerial committee on settle- 
ment. 

The specification gives. those 
settlements the convention's moral 
and political endorsement. Galill 
said. 

The minister created a storm 
when he began “before the last 
Mapam convention..." The rest of 
the sentence was drowned by con- 
vention members who shouted that 
Mapam will not dictate to Labour 
what policies to adopt.

between settlements and defensible 
borders is for us." 

Questioned earlier by reporters, 
Dayan was silent on Us future In 
Labour should his demands be re- 
jected. Asked what his next step 
would be, he sold: “Ij haven't decid- 
ed to leave the party. If I decide, I'll 
make It known." Asked whether he 
was considering such a move he 
replied: “I don’t have to tell you 
more than that. Do I have to consult 
you?" 

The convention also rejected a 
proposal that Israel express 
readiness to talk to Palestinian 
groups who will recognize this coun- 
try and accept UN Security Council 
resolutions 242 and 338. 

Yitzhak Navon, the chairman of 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Security Committee, who argued for 
this amendment, said he opposed 
creation- of an independent Palesti- 
nian state between Israel and Jor- 
dan. But Israel will find It easier to 
plead Its case if It appears flexible. 
"You've heard our friends from 
Holland and other countries," he 
said. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin told 
the convention that the Palestinian 
issue la not the key issue and the 
Palestinians can fold their “par- 
ticular expression ... in the 
Jordanlan-Paleatlnian state.... We 
must conduct negotiations with 
states and not missions," he added.

Exports go through Ashdod; 
Haifa men won’t punch clock

HAIFA. — The Citrus Marketing 
Board has been forced to re-route 
most of Its exports through Ashdod 
harbour, due to sanctions by the 17 
employees of its Haifa port dispatch 
office. 

The CMB export manager, Ami 
Ifeur. told 77ie Jerusalem Post that, 
while the Board usually ships one 
half of the weekly total of 2.5 million 
cases via each of the two ports, the 
sanctions have forced it to re-route 
most of the fruit to Ashdod.

HAIFA. — Greek Consul Ell Zbtovlos 
on Friday sent to the Marine 
Ministry In Athens details of the life 
raft In which the seven-man crew of 
a Greek freighter were rescued by 
an Israel navy missile boat a fort- 
night ago. 

Hie description was requested for 
the investigation of suspicions that 
fraud may have been involved In the 
sinking of the 40-year-old, 500-ton 
freighter, which was carrying a 
cargo worth millions of pounds. The 
investigations were started last 
week by Interpol, apparently at the 
instigation of the insurers and 
owners of the cargo. 

Zlnovlos told J7se Jerusalem Post 
he had forwarded precise details of 
the Japanese-made inflatable 
rubber raft. Its serial numbers and 
date of manufacture. This should 
enable investigators to establish 
whether the raft had belonged to the 
Ayos Nikolaus, or whether the crew 
was given it by another ship after 
handing over the cargo. This is one 
of the possibilities being investigated 
by Interpol. The Post learned. 

The survivors, wbo said they had 
spent five days at sea on the raft 
before being rescued by the Israel 
boat, presented the raft to their 
rescuers before being repatriated. 

The cargo being carried from 
Cyprus to Egypt and Yemen includ- 
ed millions of British cigarettes, 20 
concrete mixers and some 200 tons of 
general cargo. The value of the 
cargo was far In excess of the value 
of the ship itself, and one possibility 
being investigated Is that the men 
may have handed over the cargo to 
another ship, and then let their own, 
virtually worthless ship, sink. The 
presence of a modern, 53.000 in- 
flatable raft on theirold ship was one 
of the elements that apparently 
aroused suspicion. 


Insurer: Gov’t mus 
pay full value 
of ruined crops

TEL, AVIV.— The head of an agri- 
cultural insurance fund on Thurs 
day demanded that the government 
continue paying all costs when crops 
are destroyed as a result of natural ; 
disasters. 

David Gllboa. director of the In- 
surance Fund for Natural Risks in 
Agriculture Ltd. (INFRA) made his 
demand following a government 
decision to cut subsidies from 60 per 
cent to 50 per cent of the premiums 
paid to the fund. 

The government has also decided 
the fund must reinsure Itself, so that 
in the event of a natural disaster It 
would not be too dependent on public 
money. 

Gllboa said his group was 
negotiating with citrus farmers to in- 
sure them against loss due to frost 
when the trees are in bloom or when 
winds knock fruit to the ground. He 
said INFRA would provide the ad- 
ditional coverage for .a higher 
premium; 1116 farmers want the 
government to pay the additional 
costs. _ 

Potato grower s In the Ta'anach 
area, southeast of Afula, are seeking 
additional Insurance to protect them 
against a recurrence at a disaster 
that hit their area last November. A , 
heavy downpour during a one-week 
period deposited 195 mm. of rain 
over a 3,500-dunam plot of potatoes 
which had Inadequate drainage. The 
crop was ruined. 

The Insurance covered the 
fanners against flooding, but not 
against inadequate drainage. Gllboa 
■aid his fund is willing to provide 
coverage against insufficient drain- 
ing, but the cost would be high. 
Studies by the Meteorological 
Institute-lndicate that similar heavy 
rainfalls occur in eight out of 10 
years. 

During 1975/76 farmers paid 
milm. to the fund while the govern- 
ment paid IL180m. In subsidies. In 
the same year the fund paid out 
IU76m. in compensation and had a 
reserve of IU06m. 


Bribe suspect 
freed on ball 

TEL AVIV. — A senior Housing 
Ministry official was released on 
1 1X6,000 ball on Thursday by the Tel 
Aviv Magistrate's Court after he was 
held by police on suspicion of taking 
thousands of pounds in bribes from 
contractors. 

Yosef Roslansky, Negev District 
engineer of the ministry’s rural 
building and new settlements ad- 
ministration, denies having taken 
any bribes. (Itim)

MIAMI BEACH. — Soviet dissident 
Vladimir K. Bukovsky, meeting on 
Friday with U.S. labour leaders, urg- 
ed the unions to question U.S. cor- 
porate investment In the Soviet 
Union to ensure that profit is not 
made at the expense of human 
rights. 

Bukovsky said capital Investment 
"calculated on the exploitation of 
cheap labour" in Russia harms the 
interest of workers both in the Soviet 
Union and western countries. 

At a meeting of the AFL-GIO ex- 
ecutive council, the exiled Russian 
also praised President Carter's 
stand on human rights. Bukovsky is 
scheduled to meet with Carter next 
week. 

AFL-CIO president George Meany 
told the press later that he was 
"delighted" with Carter’s stand. He 
promised the strong support of 
organised labour. 

Meany. a hard-line anti- 
communist, said there Is so reason 
the U.S. cannot do business with the 
Soviets without abandoning Its 
values on human freedom. 

“The Idea that we might improve 
(the Russian people's* conditions by 
being nice. ..is completely 
ridiculous." Meany said. 

"IPs like saying that you can im- 
prove the conditions of the Inmates 
of a jail by drinking champagne with 
the Jailers.’* 

Bukovsky, a 34-year-old biologist 
exchanged last year for Chilean 
communist Louis Corvaian, wrote a 
book on the political abuse of psy- 
chiatry In the Soviet Union. His trip 
to the U.S. was paid for by the AFL- 


CIO. which last year sponsored a 
U.S. visit by author Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn. Since being released 
Bukovsky has been touring Western 
Europe and now the U.S. 

But in Western Europe, Carter’s 
support for dissidents in the Soviet 
Union has found only a feeble echo. 

There has been nothing there like 
{he President’s letter of encourage- 
ment to Andrei Sakharov, the 
nuclear scientist threatened with 
prosecution by Soviet authorities. 

Joop den Uyl, the Dutch prime 
minister, did spend three-quarters of 
an hour with Andrei Amalrlk, the ex- 
iled Soviet historian. Amalrlk was 
promised a talk with Jans Juergen 
Wlschnewskl, a cabinet minister at- 
tached to West German chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt — though not with 
Schmidt himself. 

Defending Schmidt's decision 
not to see Amalrlk personally, 
spokesman Klaus Boelllng told the 
press that Chancellery minister 
without portfolio Wlschnewskl is 
regarded here as a "perfectly ade- 
quate" discussion partner for the ex- 
iled Russian. 

In Paris, Amalrlk was refused an 
interview with President Valery 
GIscard d'Estalng. and was picked 
up by French police when he 
picketed the Presidential palace. 
Plerre-Christian Talttinger, the 
number two man in the French 
foreign ministry, told reporters that 
the French government was not tak- 
ing any lessons from the U.S. 
government on the subject. 

In London there was nothing at all 
from the government about Soviet 
dissidents. (API 


Ginzburg could get 10 years 
for ‘anti-Soviet activities’ 


MOSCOW. — Soviet authorities have 
charged dissident Alexander Ginz- 
burg with anti- Soviet activities un- 
der an article of the penal code 
carrying a sentence of up to 10 years 
In a prison camp, a fellow dissident 
said yesterday. 

The charge came to light in an 
order permitting authorities to 
search Ginzburg's apartment In 
Tarusa, outside Moscow, Anatoly 
Shcharansky said. 

Shcharansky, like Ginzburg a 
founding member of a group formed 
to monitor Soviet compliance with 
the Helsinki accords, said the search 
was carried out on Friday and Fri- 
day night. 

Ginzburg was arrested on 
February 3 on unspecified charges. 
An underground poet, he has manag- 
ed a fund established by exiled 
Soviet writer Alexander Solzhenit- 
syn to aid families of political 
prisoners in the Soviet Union. 

The search warrant cited article 
70, port H of the penal code, which 


provides the most severe penalty for 
activities against the interests of the 
state — up to 10 years In a labour 
camp under the strictest conditions. 

Shcharansky also said that Dr. 
Mikhail Shtern, a Jewish doctor 
sentenced to eight years in a prison 
camp after his two sons applied to 
emigrate to Israel has been placed in 
a punishment cell. 

"This is very dangerous because 
of his health and age," Shcharansky 
said. Shtern, who practised in the 
Ukraine, Is 58 and said to suffer from 
heart and spine disorders. 

Shcharansky said Shtern was be- 
ing disciplined for sending a letter 
with Information about conditions in 
his prison camp. 

The doctor's wife, Ida. who has 
moved to Kharkov to be near the 
camp, has begun a hunger strike to 
protest against the move, 
Shcharansky said. 

Shtern was convicted in 1974 of 
"swindling’' and "drug 
peddling." (UPI) 


Menten to get new lawyer 


THE HAGUE. — The wife of Dutch 
war crimes suspect Pieter Menten 
. said yesterday that her husband had 
sacked his lawyer tor talking to the 
press, but the lawyer said later he 
had withdrawn voluntarily because 
of "irreconcilable differences." 

Menten. 78, Is being detained in a 
prison hospital near here oh suspi- 
cion of ordering killings in Nazi- 
occupied Poland and the Ukraine to 
World War II. He has denied the 
allegations.

U.S. reveals 
defects in 
F15 weapons 

WASHINGTON. — U.S. Secretary of 
Defence Harold Brown said on 
Thursday there are defects to the 
air-to-air weapons system used on 
the F15 interceptor and it will take at 
least five years to get a better 
system. 

Brown appeared before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee to de- 
fend President Jimmy Carter's 
military budget, which cuts 32.8b., 
including 326. 3m. for the F15 
programme, from the budget sub- 
mitted by the Ford Administration. 

Brown said the Fl 5 itself has turn- 
ed out to be “a very successful air- 
craft, particularly In meeting perfor- 
mance requirements for a high 
quality air-to-air fighter." 

But he said the weapons system to 
go with it had unspecified “deficien- 
cies." He said he would be willing to 
give the committee details of the 
problems only in a closed session. 

Asked by .Senator John Tower if 
the Air Force had a research and 
development programme to correct 
the difficulty, Brown said the system 
had been "Improved but has not met 
the original performance 
specifications and will not for five 
years or so." 

The Secretary said after the 
meeting he meant it would take five 
years “to get a better system," not 
to fix the trouble in the existing one. 

Brown told the committee the 
Soviet Union was improving the 
range and capability of lta fighter- 
bombers and had developed some 
capabilities which "the F15 might 
not be able to handle as well as we 
would like." (AP)

PRETORIA. - Twelve black 
nationalist guerrillas were Rded a“d 
three members of South Africa’s 
security forces were wounded in a 
clash In the Capri vi Strip, near the 
Zambia- Angola border, the govern* 
: ment said on Friday. 

Brig. D. J. Earp, director ot 
’ operations of the South African Air 
Force, said guerrillas of the South 
West African People's Organization 
.(Swapo) attacked a temporary 
patrol base about 12 kms. from the 
border on Tuesday. 

In the ensuing battle, 12 guerrillas 
were killed, he said. The three 
wounded soldiers were reported 
hospitalized in Pretoria. 

The Capri vl Strip, a part of South 
West Africa, is a long finger-like 
projection surrounded by Angola to 


the north, Zambia to the north and 
east, and Botswana to the south. 

The area has been the scene of 
fighting between Swapo guerrillas, 
who want to rule In an Independent 
South West Africa, and security 
forces of South. Africa, which 
presently controls -the territory. 

Last week, in Zambia, Swapo 
President Sam- Nujoma- said his 
guerrillas had killed 25 South 
African soldiers in the Caprivi Strip 
on February 2. A high-ranking South 
African called the claim “absolutely 
absurd." 

Earp also 1 issued a communique 
stating that apart from some minor 
Incidents, the border between 
Angola and Owambo, the northern 
part of South West Africa, had been 
relatively quiet. In the past, black 


nationalist guerrillas -have made 
frequent Incursions into the area. 

Meanwhile, Rhodesia's guerrilla 
war has claimed another eight lives 
In the past 2* hours, an official com- 
munique said yesterdhy.- 

Among those killed- was a white 
soldier and two black nationalist 
guerrillas, it said. 

This brings guerrilla deaths in the 
four-year war to 2,553 and Rhodesian 
forces losses to 227. 

Two white farmsteads were at- 
tacked by terrorists, one 86 km. 
north of Salisbury and the other near 
the eastern border with Mozam- 
bique, the ccuxummique said. In one 
of the attacks, an African farm 
guard was killed, it said. 

A black mate civilian has also been 
killed by insurgents, the com- 


munique said. 

In another development, Rhode- 
sian Bishop Donal Lament, who last 
week bad nine years shaved off aio- 
year sentence for failing to report 
guerrilla activities, was given a stay 
of sentence yesterday. 

A presidential order issued yester- 
day confined the B&year~old bishop 
to a hospital, where he is being 
treated for Injuries sustained In an 
auto accident some months ago. 

Earlier, Law and Order Minister 
Hilary Squires had told parliament 
that if the bishop went to jail, “he 
might pose as a martyr." Lament 
may also be stripped of his 
citizenship, which observers say 
may be a move leading to his depor- 
tation.

ALGIERS. — Voter turnout fell 1 
below expectation' on Friday in 
Algeria's first nationwide legislative 
-elections in 15 years. The turnout 
ranged from 27 to 75 per cent, with 
the larger cities producing the 
lowest response. 

With the voters' choice limited to a 
slate of handpicked official 
'nominees, /government spokesmen 
conceded" that' they had hoped for 
a more massive early turnout in 
response to vigorous calls by the 
state-run press and radio for an "im- 
pressive display of civic respon- 
sibility." 

The official Algerian News Agency 
reported that at 3 p.m., five hours 
before the polls were due to close, 
27.52 per cent of registered voters 
had cast their ballots in Algiers. In 
Oran, the nation's second largest ci- 
ty, the turnout by 3 p.m. was 32.06 
per cent, the report said. In Sa h a r a n 
districts, where voting began on 
Wednesday, the turnout varied 
between 75 and 80 per cent. 

The seven million registered 
voters were given a choice among 
three candidates for each of the 261 
assembly seats. As all the 783 can- 
didates were nominated by the rul- 
ing National Liberation Front, the 
results disclosed no political tenden- 
cies. The high abstention, however, 
was seen by observers as a blow to 
President Houari Boumedlexme who 
took over power 21 yean ago after 
toppling Ahm ed Ben Bella. (AP)

DENVER, Colorado. — New close- 
up photographs of Phobos, one of 
Mam’ two mysterious tiny moons, 
suggest that it and its sister Delmos 
are captured objects, and not chunks 
of material which spun off the Red 
Planet. 

Colour studies of the Phobos pic- 
tures indicate the little moon Is made 
of a mat.erial known as car- 
bonaceous chrondrlte, the stuff of 
asteroids. Phobos and Delmos seem 
slightly different and may have been 
captured by Mars' gravity at 
different times. 

The composite of three pictures 
released by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion shows Phobos to have a thick 
layer of rubble and to be marked by 
grooves, cracks and craters. 

“We're seeing things that were not 
expected.” Joseph Veverka. assis- 
tant professor of astronomy at 
Cbrnell University, said on Wednes- 
day when the composite was first 
shown at the unwind meeting of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science.

Named as. respondents in the com-

Muhammad Tbmple No. 2 of the 
Holy Temple of Islam, and Wallace 
Muhammad as chief or supreme 
minister and individually." 

The Nation of Islam was formerly 
referred to as the Black Muslims 
religious sect. 

The suit contends that Taylor sign- 
ed two contracts with the Nation of 
Islam, which agreed to pay him 10 
per cent of all gifts or grants and two 
per cent of all loans he solicited. 

During 1975, Taylor claimed that 
he obtained promises of $50m. for the 
Nation of Islam from Saudi Arabia, 
tbe United Arab Emirates and 
Kuwait. 

The suit said Taylor was hired 
“after a great deal of adverse opi- 
nion had been formed against the 
Nation. 

“This arose through the behaviour 
of the large group of followers'* 
travelling with All. the suit said. 

“It was reported to the company' 


that this large entourage of Muham- 
mad Ali had engaged in the use of 
narcotics, the taking of alcoholic li- 
quors and consorting and carousing 
with women other than their wives," 
the suit said. . 

“In the Arab world these acts are 
to a believer in the Moslem religion, 
most serious violations of all of the 
religious teachings and they make a 
person unworthy to be known as a 
Moslem or a follower of tbclr faith." 

It went on: "Equally Important, 
any such actions constitute serious 
violations of the laws and criminal 
statutes of all the various Arab 
states. The taking and transporting 
of dope, marijuana, heroin, cocaine, 
or other such narcotic agents in the 
Arab world Is summarily punished 
as a criminal offense of the highest 
priority." 

Attorneys for the Nation of Islam 
or All were not available for com-

Premier Rabin 
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WASHINGTON. - President Jimmy 
Carter would like nothing better than 
to have Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin arrive in Washington March 8 
with some new Israeli suggestions 
for reviving Arab*Israeli 
negotiations. 

It would come as a welcome sur- 
prise to the new President and his 
top foreign policy advisers to see 
Rabin take the diplomatic initiative 
by bringing along a hold Israeli plan, 
which Carter could then pass along 
to Arab leaders during subsequent 
meetings in April and May. 

But the President and his top aides 
are not all that hopeful that Rabin, 
who has just emerged victorious 
from an extremely tight Labour par- 
ty race against Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres, actually will bring 
anything new to Washington. The 
Rabin Government is perceived by 
the State Department as weak — 
shaken Internally by the Rabin- 
Peres split and unprecedented 
political scandal, and threatened by 
strong outside challenges from the 
opposition Likud and Ylgal Yadin’s 


Democratic Movement for Change. 

The Americans know that 
everything Rabin says and does here 
will be scrutinized, very carefully by 
his opponents. Rabin will be the first 
Middle East head of Government 
who will be meeting with the new 
American President. Many 
Washington observers argue per- 
suasively that the Israeli Prime 
Minister has a golden opportunity to 
make a positive impression on 
Carter quickly by surprising the 
State Department experts In forwar- 
ding Israeli suggestions for achiev- 
ing additional diplomatic progress - 
this year. 

Jn one swoop, they argue, such an 
Israeli initiative could put the ball 
dramatically in the Arab Court. 
Instead of only reacting to Arab and 
U.S. proposals, Israel could do the 
initiating. The pressure would be on • 
Sadat. Assad. Hussein and company 
to respond. And Israel’s ideas. It 
positively accepted by Carter, could 
go a long way toward correcting an 
Image Israel has gained among key 
State Department analysts that she 
Is too weak to negotiate and Is mere- 
ly stalling. 

If Rabin could sell his package to 
the Americans, the President might 
then try to sell it to the Arabs. The 
Important element would be that 
Washington and Jerusalem are In 
agreement on how to procede — a 
factor of crucial significance for 
Israel, which Is so dependent on 
America’s goodwill.

NEW IDEAS by Rabin would not 
ncccssartly have to Include specific 
details about the nature of an overall 
settlement or the extent of Israeli 
“gives.” The Americans don't want 
Rabin to bring maps at this stage — 
and they don't expect him to have to 
win cabinet approval for a new set of 
proposals. 

Rabin eould score some vital pop- 
ularity points with the President 
merely by comingup with a new way 
to break the current impasse preven- 
ting the reconvening of the Geneva 
conference. 

The "procedural” question of 
PLO participation at Geneva, 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance told 
a senate subcommittee last Thurs- 
day, was the major roadblock to 
returning to Geneva. The Arab 
states want the PLO there, Israel 

does not. 

The Americans, however, make 
the point that the “moderate” Arab 
states have been moving away from 
their 100 per cent backing of the PLO 
during recent weeks. A bright spot — 
perhaps the only bright spot — of 
Vance's Middle East tour was when 
Sadat asserted that Jordan and the 
PLO should form an official link in 
advance of Geneva. Presumably 
Sadat and the other Arab leaders 
would be prepared to see the PLO at- 
tend the Geneva conference as part 
of the Jordanian delegation. 

At this point, the Americans say, it 
Is by no means certain that Yasser

would accept such A condition. But If 
Egypt. Syria and Saudi Arabia con- 
tinue their pressure on the PLO — 
maybe. 

Exactly how Rabin and his ad- 
visers may want to find a solution to 
this problem is not known here, 
although several State Department 
officials believe that Foreign 
Minister Ylgal Alton's remarks at a 
Jerusalem press conference with 
Vance left the door open for Palesti- 
nian participation within the Jorda- 
nian delegation. Allon was quoted as 
saying it was up to Jordan to decide 
who should be included in its official 
party, and that Israel would regard 
those participants as Jordanians. 

Since no one here believes that 
real negotiations can get started 
before the May 17 Israeli elections, 
most of the diplomacy between now 
and then will consist of little more 
than superficial manoeuvring— 
Arab and Israeli jockeying for 
America’s favour. The new Carter 
Administration will be listening and 
learning, gcaringup for serious talks 
later in the year.

Destination: Khartoum 


COULD THE Presidents of Egypt 
and Syria, Anwar Sadat and Hafez 
Assad, be setting off to Khartoum to- 
day merely to discuss Sudan’s par- 
ticipation In the joint political com- 
mand formed by Cairo and 
Damascus last December? The 
Sudan has been In recent years too 
busy with internal problems to bother 
much about ritual alliances .with 
other Arab states. 

.’ Five years ago President Jaafar 
Numeiry reached agreement with 
the largely pagan rebels to put an end 
to the rebellion which tore Sudan 
apart for 17 years. March 8 Is the filth 
anniversary of toe provision of a 
form of autonomy in southern Sudan, 
and It Is also the deadline for the com- 
pletion of a programme of 
reconstruction which Khartoum 
promised the south. 

In the Intervening period, Numeiry 
mode herculean efforts to develop his 
desperately poor country, and by re- 
jecting the Soviets also made 
headway ln his relations with the-U.S. 

- Numeiry ’s .major acbta vement-irc 
the South has been to resettle over a 
million refugees who returned from 
exile and from hiding In the bush. BQs 
main task now is to exploit the 
region's agricultural potential which 
Is believed favourable for growing 
tea, coffee, tobacco, rice and sugar

again nervous and suspicious. Khar- 
toum reports say that Gaddafi, with 
Soviet backing, and the connivance of 
the neighbouring leftist-inclined 
Ethiopian junta, is plotting once 
more with the Ansars, toe puritan 
rebels of the fanatic Sudanese Mshdi 
sect. 


THE ARAB states have an ambitious 
plan to turn Sudan Into a food- 
. producing region by using a combina- 
tion of petrodollars and Western 
technology. Now that Sudan has 
diverged from close ties with 
Moscow, Saudi Arabia has promised 
to join Kuwait and the all-rich Arab 
states in investing some 85b. In the 
plan. 

The plan appears much more at- 
tractive to these oil-rich states than 
putting countless funds into the bot- 
tomless pit of Egypt lacking the 
prospect of any tangible returns. 
Sudan has only 17 million Inhabitants 
In a huge region (2,505,805 sqJcm} 
with empty tillable land watered by 
the Blue and White Nile rivers. The 
UN Food and Agricultural Organiza- 
tion has given encouraging reports 
about its agricultural potential. 

There Is another impelling reason 
for the 47-year-old Numeiry — in 
power since 1969 — to edge closer to 
Egypt and Syria, the acknowledged 
political leaders of the Arab world. 
Eight months after the bloody coup 


FURTHERMORE, the Ethiopians, 
have just let it be known that they 
were seeking to reactivate the 
rebellion in southern Sudan where 
many Africans are opposed to Khar- 
toum's Arab rule. The Ethiopians 
served their notice in retaliation for 
Numeiry’s pledge to support the 
secessionist Eritrean Liberation 
Front In northern Ethiopia. 

Sudan has recently withdrawn ita 
ambassador from Addis Ababa, after 
Numeiry accused Ethiopia of train- 
ing "hostile troops” in chiding some 
20,000 south Sudanese who chose to 
stay In Ethiopia after the 1972 peace 
was signed. Numeiry said these also 
'fofclade Adllars 1 and he dellveffed a 
counter- warning that he could put 
' Into" the field against Ethiopia 
thousands of Eritreans who had fled 
from the northern Ethiopian 
province. 

Renewed Involvement with Arab 
big power politics will provide 
Numeiry with some assurance of be- 
ing' able to face the new danger from 
the south baldly. It can also give him 
the necessary backing to cope with 
any Incipient unrest In his own south. 
Egypt and Syria, In turn, can gain 
another friend In their camp to stiffen 
their front against obstreperous 
Libya and Iraq. 


PARIS. — French Foreign Minister 
Louis de Gulrtogaud has returned 
from a six-day tour of Arab capitals 
convinced that, although steps 
towards peace could be made In 2977, 
there will be no Middle East settle- 
ment by the end of the year. 

De Guiringaud, who visited 
Lebanon, Syria, Jordan and Egypt, 
it is to come to Israel next Wednes- 
day on the last lap of hla Middle East 
tour. 

The head of the Qual d'Orsay had 
hoped to Include Jerusalem In the 
first round of de Guirlngaud's 
Midcast string. But toe trip was put 
off when relations between 
Jerusalem and Paris soured over the 
French release of Palestinian 
terrorist leader Abu Daoud. In fact 
de Guirlngaud's trip to Israel seem- 
ed to have been cancelled altogether 
until agreement on a new date waa 
reached with Foreign Minister 
Ylgal Allon when the two men met In 
Brussels earlier this month on sign- 
ing the new clauses of Israel's Free 
trade pact with the Common Market. 

De Guiringaud spent more time 
listening than talking to the Arabs In 
Beirut, Damascus, Amman and 
Cairo. But he used the phrase 
“Palestinian fatherland” over a 
score of times in order to reaffirm 
France’s support for the creation of 
a new Palestinian state. 

On his return to Paris he was still 
as prudent as ever In defining Its 
future boundaries. He merely said: 
“The Palestinians have the right to a 
country of their own. But it Is up to 
them to decide Its location on the 
territories when these are evacuated 
by IsraeL” 

The Palestinians were at the cen- 
tre of de Guirlngaud's talks with the 
Arabs. He has returned home 
without any Illusions about having 
had any more success than U.S. 
Secretary of State Qjrrus Vance or 
U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim on their recent tours of 
the area in coming up with any of the 
answers in this respect. 

The French consider the best way 
of solving the problem of Palestinian 
representation at a reconvened 
Geneva peace conference la .to 
tackle it by two stages: for the 
original participants to reassemble 
first without the Palestinians and 
then to invite them to join In at the 
conference table.

President Hafez 
Assad impressed on his visitor that 
secure borders are not those which 
are geographically defendable but 
those which are internationally 
recognised. But Assad steered clear 
of going into details.

Foreign Minister Ismail Fahml urg- 
ed France to take a seat at the con- 
ference. The French Minister’s reply 
was that his country would be glad to 
do so If formally invited.

With the exception of the two 
Paganini items, the * ‘Moses’ ’ 
variations, which are unworthy of In- 
clusion In a serious concert and were 
badly played and the added Capric- 
cio, which was also rather 
questionable, all the other items 
showed sound and reliable violin 
playing.

Messiaen Theme 
and Variations was slightly too 
aggressive and In any case did not 
illustrate the peculiarity of its 
harmonic and melodic Idiom. 
Schubert's sonata offered little be- 
sides the plain text. Brahms' seem- 
ed to be rushing on impulsively 
rather than having Its romantic 
moments treated lovingly. 

Mozart’s Variations and 
Szymanowski's impressionistic "La 
EYrataine" emerged as the most at- 
tractive pieces of the evening. The 
suave simplicity with which Shmitt 
treated the melodies of the

pieces the piano parts stood out in 
their excellence..

THE UNFAMILIAR programme 
may have deterred many ol the 
Ensemble’s subscribers, but those 
who stayed away missed at least otic 
most unusual experience: the 
D alia pi cola songs. 

Delicately sensual and at the same 
time highly Intellectual, “Greche 
Lirlche" (with texts by Sappho, 
Alcaeus and Anacreon) do not 
appeal to everybody's taste, but for 
the connoisseur they make a 
delicious feast. Dallapicola uses the 
cerebral 12 tone-technique but in fact 
his songs are impressionistic, 
sparsely sketched colour plates, 
which evoke delicate imageries of 
the Eastern Mediterranean,, its 
colours and Its shapes. Conductor 


Presco and singer Yaron completely 
identified themselves with this 
music. Tempi, dynamics and ex- 
pressiveness were all beautifully 
composed and balanced. Instrumen- 
tal colours perfectly blended with 
the voice, which had Just the right 
weight and subtle variety of mood 
and expression. 

The other two items were much 
less pleasurable. Mahler's 
“Bhimlne" Is ah Incredibly banal 
and set sentimental piece and Bar- 
tok's Music for Strings, Percussion 
and Celesta was regrettably mis- 
interpreted. Presco gave us a fairly 
well done slow movement but the 
first and third movements were 
utterly understated. An almost 
steady piano, .reaching only oc- 
casionally a meagre mezzo-forte and 
hesitant and often Inaccurate 
rhythmical textures, robbed the 
music of its strength, vigour and 
energy.

Rumor acquital angers Italian socialists 


ROME. — Angry Italian Socialists 
yesterday occupied the party's 
Rome headquarters in protest 
against the decision of Socialist 
leaders to vote against putting 
former premier Mariano Rumor on 
trial in the Lockheed bribes scandal. 

Dozens of protesters declared a 
permanent assembly in a conference 
room and said they had received 
messages of support from all over 
the country. 

Parliament will vote next week on 


an investigating committee's 
recommendation that two former 


defence ministers be tried on 
charges of accepting bribes from the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation. . 


The same committee, however, 
recommended that no action be 
taken against Rumor. But the power- 
ful Italian Communist Party said 
last Thursday that it would vote for 
proceedings against the former 
Christian Democrat leader as well. 

The two -former ministers 
recommended for trial are Christian 
Democrat Luigi Gui and Social 
Democrat Mario Tanaasl — for 
allegedly taking more than ¥ 100,000 
to facilitate sale of Lockheed Her- 
cules aircraft to the government. 

The recommendation of no action 
against Rumor was made only 
thpnitif to the committee .chairman's 
casting vote. (Reuter)

Israel bridge continues to main- 
tain its Internationally high stan- 
dards. This was demonstrated at the 
llth International Bridge Festival 
' which ended In Tel Aviv last Wednes- 
day. 

Against high-level international 
competition, Israelis won all but the 
one-session Individual tournament. 
Moreover, a powerful new pair, 
Suissa-MllUoner. has emerged as a 
new hopeful for the Israel inter- 
national team. Not only did this pair 
win the four-session open pairs 
event, but It also led the team which 
won the special Masters* Team 
game with a magnificent 80 per cent 
score. 

Ninety visitors came from abroad, 
representing Austria, England. 
France, Germany. Iran, Scotland, 
South Africa, Switzerland and the 
U.S. International stars included 
Leon Tintner and Leon Yallouze — 
France. Martin Hoffman — 
England, Louis and Leslie Shenkin 
— Scotland, Baron Edmond Von 
Dewitz — Germany, and Samuel 
Stayman — the U.S. 

The 250 Israelis in the festival 
played in all 827 tables of bridge. 

The Open Pairs Tournament, 
sponsored for the first time by Philip 
Morris International, attracted a 
larger number of visitors than usual. 

The only visitor to win a contest 
was Alan Dankman of the U.S. A 25- 
year-old bridge Junior and a 
graduate chemist, he is considering 
settling in Israel. Dankman has 
played ixnouly one other Individual 
tournament — In Sacramento, 
California — which he r also won. • 
Mr. and Mrs. Saul Sharer of 
England, who were the only visitors 
to place high in the open pairs, are 
also soon coming on aiiya. 

Directing the efficiently run 
festival was Israel Erdenbaum, of 
Tel Aviv, assisted by Athol Finkela- 
tein, of Netanya. The administration 
of the festival was handled by Basi 
Sandler, of Netanya, Israeli sports 
captain Zvt Ben-Tovtm, of Haifa, 
and a large staff of assistants. Harry 
Brodle, of Herzliya, edited the infor- 
mative Festival Bulletin. - 

Scoring was done manually each 
flight and was completed by 7 a.m. 

MTs. Samuel Stayman, of Florida, 
who manages an annual $20,000 
bridge benefit for Israel m the U.S., 
announced that she plans to bring a 
bridge tour group to next year's 
festival. 

The Internationally known bridge 
expert and writer, Alfred Shelnwold, 
also announced at the closing ban- 
quet that he plans to bring a tour 
group from Los Angeles next year.

Israel squad receives bye for Galea Cup 


TEL AVIV. — Israel's tennis juniors 
have at last firmly established 
themselves in the "big lesgue" of the 
world game by receiving a bye into 
one of the four semi-final rounds of 
the prestigious Galea Cup for the se- 
cond consecutive year. 

The draw, just made in Paris for 
this summer's 22nd annual cup com- 
petition, puts Israel In a tough group 
with host-nation Italy, Argentina and 
the winner of a second-round qualify- 
ing section. which includes Morocco. 
The semi-final takes place at Monte 
Cantlnl, near Pisa, in July, with the 
Israelis starting with a tie against 
Italy. 

In addition to Morocco, Algeria 
and Egypt are among the nearly 40 
countries from five continents 
part hi the competition for boys of 20 
and under — known as the “Junior 
Davis Cup.” Morocco meets Turkey 
in a preliminary tie to qualify for a 
second-round group of four nations 
playing In Belgium, the winner of 
which goes to the Monte Catini meet.

Israel gained its new status last 
year on the basis of qualifying for the 
semi-final round of the Galea Cup in 
1975. when it made Its bow in the 
event with 3-2 victories over 


Switzerland and Belgium. Last 
summer it defeated Poland 4-1 and 
then went down 2-3 to the highly- 
rated British team — but only after 
losing a needle rubber in which it 
had match points for a time. 

The squad for Italy Is expected to 
consist of Shlamo Glicksteln, Ban 
Sherr and Shai Funl, who likewise 
prepresented Israel in Its 1976 Galea 
Cup challenge. Glicksteln and Sherr 
were also in the cup team the 
previous year, along with Y&ir 
Wcrthelrmer, now aged 21 and the 
country's. top- ranking man. 

Israel'a impressive Galea record 
of four victories In six matches 
played so far contrasts sharply with 
a poor showing In the Davis Cup, 
where it has managed to win only six 
of its 30 ties to date and is regarded 
as one of the minnows of the world- 
wide competition. 

Some future Galea Cup players 
may well have been among the BO 
hoys who participated in the 12-and- 
under National Junior Tennis Cham- 
pionships, which ended yesterday at 
Ramat Hasharon’s Israel Tennis 
Centre, after producing numerous 


high-quality singles matches. 

Haifa Carmel's Shalom Kasif gain- 
ed the title, with a 7-5, 5-7, 6-3 victory 
over Menashe Tsur of Kiryat Ono, in 
a scintillating final lasting nearly 
three hours. In Friday's semi-finals, 
Tsur was taken to 8-6, 7-5, 6-2 by 
Neve Avivlm's Doron Hartal, while 
Kasif scored a 6-3, 6-2 victory over 
Danny Endveld of Belt Lavros, 
Ashdod. 

In the small girls' singles tourna- 
ment. which was contested only by 
local players, Yael Mlllin beat Smar- 
dar Yatim 6-2, 6-0 in the final. 
Highlight of the event was Millln's 2- 
6, 7-5. 6-3 victory over SarltShalev in 
a semi-final of more than two hours. 
Yatim reached the last round with a 
6-3, 6-4 victory over Anne Silverman. 

The championships were the se- 
cond in the ambitious year-long 
programme of junior tournaments 
for different age groups, in- 
augurated this month by the Tennis 
Centre antd the Israel Lawn Tennis 
Association. 

Their joint youth training scheme 
should be given a further boost with 
the arrival here tomorrow of South 
African Jackie Saul, to take up the 
long-vacant post of national coach to 
the ILTA.

Three top high-jumpers boycott meet 


WELLINGTON. — Australia has a 
lead of 52 runs with three wickets 
standing In the first innings after the 
second day's play yesterday in the 
second cricket test against New 
Zealand In Auckland. 

Strong batting from skipper Greg 
Chappell and Rick McGosker put 
Australia in a healthy position until 
after tea, when the New Zealand 
bowlers claimed five wickets In the 
two hours until close of play. Then, 
the over before the tea interval, a 
streaker raced across the field. The 
streaker, watched by a crowd of 
more than 20,000, ran on to the field 
in the direction of Australian captain 
Greg Chappell. 

Chappell grabbed the streaker and 
gave him a number of hard Jilts to 
the rump with his bat before the nak- 
ed man scrambled away.

NEW YORK. — Dwight Stones, Tom 
Woods and Bill Jankunls, three of 
America's top high jumpers, 
boycotted the National AAU track 
and field championships on Friday 
night at Madison Square Garden 
here. 

The controversial Stones, the 
world's indoor and outdoor record 
holder; Woods, the 1975 Fan 
American Games champion; and 
Jankunls, winner of the Olympic 
trials last year, withdrew from the 
high jump after Mel Embree and Ed 
Kern were not permitted to compete. 

Embree and Kern, both of the 
newly-formed Atlantic coast club of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, were 
refused permission to jump because 
they had not entered in time. The 


AAU games committee rejected 
their late bids at a special meeting 
Thursday night and turned them 
down again shortly before the event 
Friday night. 

Earlier - on Friday, it appeared 
there would be a mass boycott of the 
event. Woods said there was a 9-2 
vote to withdraw if Embree 
Kern could not compete. 

But when it came time to jump it 
was announced that only five of the 
nine entries would withdraw. A short 
time later the figure was reduced to 
three — Stones, Woods and 
Jankunls. 

The three forfeited their expense- 
account money, which Woods said 
amounted to $500. (AF)

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Labour still shaky 


NOW THAT the excitement of last week's Labour Party vote cm 
the party leadership baa begun to settle, it la becoming- apparent 
that little has changed. The contending forces, which have 
divided the party on major issues and personalities since its for- 
mation as a merger of disparate groups close to nine years ago, 
continue unabated* albeit along somewhat different lines. 

This is not an atypical situation for large ruling parties in the 
modem democratic world. In fact a condition of internal difeen- 
aloh within an uneasy framework "of unity typified Labour s 
precursor, Mapai, for most of its existence. The dominance of 
the factors working for unity over those militating towards 
fragmentation were often ensured by strong leaders at the cen- 
tre. Ben-Gurion provided such leadership for Mapai be twe en 
1944 and 1961; Golda Meir fulfilled a similar function between 
1969 and 1973. 

The Labour Party’s current state of affairs, highlighted anew 
by the close to 50:50 vote on Wednesday night, stems from the , 
failure of the attempt by Mrs. Meir and the late Ptnhaa Sapir to 
pass on this mantle of unifying leadership conclusively to Mr.- 
Rabin. One result of the vote will be perpetuation for the 
remaining months of this government’s incumbency of one of its 
major ills : contention within the Cabinet. It is this which has un- 
dermined consolidation of the Prime Minister’s centralizing 

authority. . 

And yet, there are no signs of any incipient split in the party 
following Wednesday's vote. Mr. Rabin's slim majority will be 
expanded today in the larger framework of the Labour Align- 
ment by the expected decision of Mapam to remain in the Align- 
ment. Moreover, the very proximity of the general elections can 
be expected to promote the normal loc k i n g of arms in the in- 
terest of a common Labour victory. 

Besides the major challenge of the elections, Labour will now 
be laced with two other Internal challenges. Following Its post- 
election night low, the Peres "organization” has by now 
recovered sufficiently to decide not to disband. The close 
margin of the vote has encouraged its leaders to stick together 
to ensure their power in the newly constituted Central Com- 
mittee which will choose the party's Knesset list. A major teat of 
Mr. Rabin’ a leadership will thus be the way he handles the de- 
mand of the Peres camp for a 50 per cent representation in the 
“safe" part of the party’s Knesset list. How this challenge will 
be handled will determine, to no small extent, the morale and 
effectiveness of the party as it enters into the decisive final 
stage of the election campaign. 

The second challenge will come after the elections. Judging 
by the admittedly far from exact early public opinion polls it 
would seem that Labour will be confronted by a choice of for- 
ming a coalition with the Democratic Movement for Change, the 
Likud, or both. What differentiates these two groups from 
Labour’s traditional coalition partners — the N.R.P. and the 
Independent liberals — is their claim to the central role of for- 
ming & government as an alternative to Labour. 

It is very likely that such potential coalition partners will de- 
mand one or two of the major portfolios — Defence, Foreign Af- 
fairs anr! Finance — whose possession have always served as 
the cornerstones of the Labour Party’s power and may even 
seek to determine Labour’s choice tor Prime Minister as a 
matter of coalition bargaining. 

The strains which will be brought to bear on the unity of the 
Alignment and of the Labour Party itself in such an eventuality 
give rise to the unsettling suspicion that the May 17 elections 
will not of themselves bring an end to a long period of political 
uncertainty.

PARTY FINANCING has led to a 
witches’ sabbath with Asher Y-adlin 
cast as Beelzebub. None of our 
political' leaders in the Labour Par- 
ty and in the Opposition, apparently, 
knew bow the parties have been 
financed. None of them had anything 
to do with money. 

We have heard MKYigal Horowitz 
displaying a veritably Olympian 
anger, only 'to be rebutted by MK 
Israel Kargman with the now con- 
venient argument that the 
allegations of a convicted criminal 
cannot he trusted. The Knesset was 
in an uproar, members were nearly 
at each other's throats — but all, ac- 
cusers and accused, self-appointed 
saints and unwilling devils, were un- 
ited in wanting the public to believe 
that they' knew nothing and had 
heard nothing. Most also said 

nothing. . 

Small voices were heard, here and 
there, which hinted that what most 

of us note regard as ranging from the 

irregular to the immoral and even 
criminal; was once the accepted 
norm. Even MK Aryeh (Lyova) 
Eliav, In his radio interview last 
Saturday, did not come out with a 
lion's roar. , , ^ 

Although he rightly branded the 
pleas of ignorance as hypocritical, 
he himself toned down past practices 
of party financing to such an extent 
that his voice got lost among the 
squeaks of those who scurried into 
the dark corners of ignorance when 
the light came on. Mr. Eliav, too, 
appeared to be giving his listeners a 
retouched picture of the past. 

Mr. Eliav's presentation of party 
financing as merely the solicitation 
of more or less voluntary donations, 
undertaken by the most outst an ding 
leaders "as a sacred mission," in 
fact makes him a participant in the 
universal pretence. 

The pretence of the misleaders lies 
in the retroactive application of a set 
of only relatively recently establish- 
ed mores. The condemnation of 
Asher Yadlin by those who, in their 
hearts, still adhere to the old. moral 
code. Is on a different level from 
what many people now expect in the 
conduct of public and even private 
business. The former axe indignant 
mainly at the breach of trust in- 
volved In individual pocket-lining — 
but, conscious of the change in 
prevalent codes of behaviour, they 
dare not say so openly. 

This insincere ‘retroactive 
morallsm which we now see bran- 
dished Is in fact an insult to the 
political maturity and the In- 
telligence of the public. It may also 
have resulted in the pillorying of peo- 
ple who acted as they did in the 
honest belief that there was nothing 
shameful in what they were doing. 
For two generations these people 
believed that whatever was for the 
greater good of the party was also 
for the greater good of the nation or

THOSE WHO TODAY deny all 
knowledge of or involvement in par- 
ty financing, together with those who 
raise their voices In false indigna- 
tion, as if only Asher Yadlin had 
opened their eyes, apparently wish 
the public to believe that they believ- 
ed that the various party machines 
were oiled with faith,' not money. 

We are to believe that Moslems 
voted for the NRF to uphold the 
sanctity of the Sabbath and kaahrut 
in our army camps. We are to 
believe that the supporters of the 
Labour Party in the Triangle did so 
out of pure faith in the traditions of 
A.D. Gordon and Seri Katznelson. 
We are to believe that new im- ' 
migrants who could not yet answer a 
"shalom" in intelligible Hebrew, 
voted for this or that party without 
palms being greased, without 
friends being bought and influence 
' being won. 

At best, we are to believe that par- 
ty financing involved only 
"cultural" activities, such as the 
organization of meetings, the prin- 
ting of literature, and various other 
' matters which naturally cost money, 
but did not Tequire improper finan- 
cing beyond voluntary contributions, 
ami did not need to be hidden from 
public scrutiny. 

It would be edifying for those who 
profess Innocence and ignorance to 
re-read Bederekh Zb Slulah, 
memoirs of Hillel Dan, former head 
of Solel Boneh. It Is all in there: the 
complete Identification of party, 
Histadrut, economic enterprise and, 
later, the State. 

He relates how, way back In 1984, 
when asking for . the late Abba 
Hushi's support for the building of 
the electric power-station In Haifa 


by what was to become the new Solel 
Boneh, Jmcompetition with the Local 
Workers' Council of Haifa, Abba 
n..„M told him: "You understand, 
we have expenses." 

- And Hillel Dan continues : "I knew- 
that the Contractors' Office (of the 
Labour Council) contributes to the 
Workers' Council's secretariat. I had 
already for some time acquiesced in 
the idea that the economic in- 
struments of the Histadrut had to 
assume the burden of supporting the 
existence of the organizational in- 
struments. I therefore replied to 
Abba Hushi: 'That is all right, we 
' shall speak to Sobol (the treasurer of 
the Council)."! 

We have picked but one out of 
dozens of quotable passages in the 
book. We may read bow Solel Boneh, 
for the greater good of the pioneer- 
ing effort, stole supplies and 
materials from the British Army In 
Wo rid War II; how currency was 
smuggled abroad; how bribes were 
given; how rings' were established 
among contractors. Including Solel 
Boneh, bidding for works in order to 
subvert tenders.

We read how the in- 
come tax inspectors pressured Solel 
Boneh to doctor the books so that it 
would appear that they paid like 
everyone else, out of profits. Finally, 
we read of a programme submitted 
in 1952 by Hille l Dan to Ben-Gurion,

To the money we shall have to 
lose due to not working can be added 
the cost of return journeys to 
wherever the case will be heard — a 
total of XL200 at least. 

Perhaps it is hoped merely to dis- 
courage the public from appealing 
against being overcharged.
